BANK MODERNIZES ITS 
SAVINGS BOOKKEEPING 
SYSTEM 

On visiting the local Bank the 
other day we found that, with 
a view to modernization, they 
have installed an up-to-date 
card system in their Savings 
Department. The manager ad¬ 
vises that this should materially 
speed up service to savings 
bank customers’ As the change 
entails the re-numbering of 
accounts, customers are request¬ 
ed to bring their pass books to 
the Bank in order that their 
account numbers may be cor¬ 
rected, and, at the same time, 
fresh specimen signatures ob¬ 
tained. 

The manager hopes that, with 
this improvement^ in service, 
many more residents of the 
town will open savings accounts 
and avail themselves of the fa- 
ciliaties affomed. 


Regular meeting of council 
was held on Tuesday evening. 
All councillors present with 
exception of Councillor Wil¬ 
son. 

Delegation was present 
from Seventh street east ask¬ 
ing improved drainage and an 
improved roadway be made 
to their residences. Council 
authorized W. & P. commit¬ 
tee to investigate. 

Mr. Joe Kwasnie asked that 
he be aided in protecting his 
Second street property 
against the ravages of Nez 
Perce creek. He expressed 
satisfaction with town’s offer 
to bring two trucks of gravel 
to the property and dump it 
alongside the creek where 
damage is most severe. 

A delegation from the ten¬ 
nis club asked that the town 
give some aid in the recon¬ 
struction of the tennis courts. 
Since the courts are ruined a 
plan to beautify the Park was 
proposed by Mayor Frank 
Aboussafy and after consider¬ 
able discussion was adopted 
by council and accepted by 
the tennis delegation. 

Council will start immedi¬ 
ately with a tractor and level 
out 30 feat of the upper ten run 
courts which have not been 
used for many years. The 
present courts will be moved 
back 30 feet. 

The 30 feet thus gained will 
be used as a parking lot. In 
addition the corner at this 
point will be considerably 
widened. 

The portion of the upper 
courts left will be decorated 
with a rock garden on the 
south side, properly levelled 
off so that should the Lions 
decide to construct a wading 
pool there space will be avail¬ 
able. In addition grass will 
be grown and benches placed 
so that citizens on a pleasant 
summer’s afternoon or even¬ 
ing may go down to the park, 
sit on the benches and either 
watch the kiddies play in the 
pool or the tennis games. 
Coming back to the front of 


the park and the extra space 
to be made available. It is 
proposed within the next year 
or two to cover over a section 
of Nez Perce creek adjoining 
the Fourth street bridge and 
construct a roadway on the 
east bank up to Sixth street. 

$10 donations were granted 
the Salvation Army and the 
Institute for the Blind. 

Mrs. Nick Deputak, a relief 
recipient, submitted a list of 
clothing. It is to be studied 
by the Relief committee with 
power to act. 

Council will endeavor to se¬ 
cure a house phone for its 
deputy policeman, R. Kwas¬ 
nie. 

Mrs. E. Lonsbury reported 
to council the extent of dam¬ 
age done to her premises by 
the flood. Council will inform 
Mrs. Lonsbury that it will do 
everything in its power to 
eliminate as much as possible 
future damage by floods. 

Sanitation report on res¬ 
taurants and the Bakery re¬ 
vealed nothing really bad. In 
regard to the restaurants all 
lacked sterilizing rinsing sinks 
and each was advised to se¬ 
cure same. 

A circular letter is to be 
sent all restaurants, hotels, 
etc., asking that in future 
they spray their garbage cans 
with DD-T in order to control 
the breeding of flies. 

A caretaker is to be appoint¬ 
ed for the cemeteries for a six 
months period at $30 per 
month. 

The annual Clean-Up week 
was set for June 7-12. 

Rebate of 10 per cent, on all 
current taxes paid on or be¬ 
fore August 18 was authoriz¬ 
ed. 

Henry Claes was present to 
ask the council to prohibit 
outside taxis from picking up 
passengers in Coleman. The 
Council referred the matter to 
Solicitor Sam Bannan. 

So much discussion was 
given flood control that the 
subject will be given a full 
dressed debate at the next 
regular meeting.

A couple 
of years later it was taken over by 
David Bradley who continued as own¬ 
er and publisher until 1923. In that 
year W. H. Schierholtz bought the 
business from Mr. Bradley, enlarged 
the building, improved the plant and 
changed the name of the paper to 
The South Saskatchewan Star. In 
1928 Mr. Schierholtz sold the paper 
to O. D. Stitt who has continued as 
publisher since that time. The Star 
is looked upon as the home paper for 
a large area In southern Saskatche¬ 
wan serving the districts of Tros- j 
sachs, Khedivi ~

OTTAWA.—Beginning July 1, or¬ 
dinary one-ounce letters will be car¬ 
ried by air mail to the majer centres 
of Canada under a new postal 
scheme, announced in the Commons 
by Postmaster-General Bertrand.
